BRINGS SUIT AT OMAHA. 


Similar Proceeding, It Is Said, 
May Be Brought in All 
States: 


INJUNCTION IS ASKED FOR 


Tt Is Claimed That the Organization 
Violates the Sherman 
Law. 


CHICAGO MEN ARE NOT ALARMED. 


Omaha, Neb., Sept. 23.—[Special.]—A sur- 
prise of gigantic proportions was sprung on 
the members of the various live stock ex- 
changes throughout the country today when 
Attorney General McKenna caused to be 
filed in the federal court here proceedings 
to perpetually enjoin the organization from 
doing business. With the filing of the peti- 
tion comes the announcement that similar 
suits will be commenced in all States against 
live stock exchanges. 

The movement has been conducted secret- 
ly and the papers have been in course of 
preparation for more than a month. The 


movement, though Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Sawyer, who has charge of the case 
here, declares that Judge Foster's decision 
merely indicates what Attorney General Mc- 
Kenna conceived to be true when he deter- 
mined to begin the wholesale suits. it took 
the members of the local exchange so much 
by surprise that it is freely predicted tonight 
that the organization will voluntarily dis- 
solve tomorrow. The directors have not, 
however, manifested their course of action. 
The membership is 200. 

The papers in the suit were filed with 
Attorney General McKenna some time ago 
by Attorney John T. Cathers of this city. 
They were returned this morning with the 
statement that the Attorney General had 
approved of the suit. Summonses are now 
being prepared by the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of the United States and will be served 
by the Marshal in South Omaha tomorrow. 


Effect of the Suit. 
Tus effect of the suit, if decided as that at 


, r exchange from 
carrying on its business. It is alleged that 
last September the Omaha Live Stock Com- 
mission company was organized, but its 
members had charges preferred against 
them by the South Omaha Live Stock ex- 
change and were excluded from business. 
They secretly appealed later to McKenna, 
and this is said to be the basis of the litiga- 
tion. The request for a perpetual .injunc- 
tion is based on the theory that the live stock 
exchange violates the letter and spirit of the 


It is further alleged that the organiza- 
tion is a conspiracy to violate the laws of the 
United States, and especially the anti-trust 
law, mentioned; that the members have con- 
federated together to monopolize the buying 
and selling of live stock at this market in 
restraint of trade and of commerce between 
the States. 

Mr. Sawyer, however, regards Judge Fost- 
er's opinion as one which will be an impor- 
tant precedent in determining the case 
brought here. Practically the same points 
were involved. . 

Injunction Is Asked For, 
Part of the petition says: 

“Our orator further prays that said de- 
fendants and each of them, their servants, 
agents, and employés, be provisfonally and 
perpetually enjoined and restrained from en- 
forcing or acting pursuant to Rules 8, 9, and 
10 of said South Omaha Live Stock exchange 
or yielding obedience thereto; also to impose 
any of the fines or penalties provided for in 
said rules; also from discriminating in any 
manner against any person who is not a 
member of said South Omaha Live Stock ex- 
change solely because of such non-member- 
ship; also from refusing by united or con- 
certed action to trade with persons who are 
not members of said South Omaha Live 
Stock exchange solely because of such mem- 
bership; also from entering into any con- 
tract, combination, or conspiracy, fixing or 
tending to fix directly or indirectly the price 
to be charged as commission for buying or 
selling live stock shipped from one State or 
Territory for sale or disposition in another 
State or Territory; also from entering into 
any contract, combination, or conspiracy 
limiting or attempting to limit the right of 
any person in business at said Union Stock- 
Yards to employ labor or assistance or the 
right ot any such person to send telegrams, 
prepaid or not, from said stock-yards to any 
other State or Territory.“

Three firemen and a bystander heroically 
rescued two men and a woman from a burn- 
ing building filled with the fumes and flames 
of blazing gasoline, at 161 West Adams 
street, last evening.

Thompson of Truck No. 2 crawled along the 
floor through smoke and flame to reach one 
of the victims and themselves marvelously 
escaped unharmed. 


The Injured.

West India Hurricane Arrives 
on Sched uled Time. 


MANY SHIPS IN DANGER. 


Incoming Steamers Battered by 
Heavy Waves. 


DAMAGE ON THE COAST. 


New York, Sept. 23.—[Special.]—The West 
India hurricane which was expected to 
sweep over this city and vicinity last night 
was fully felt at sea a considerable distance 
from the coast, where it shifted early yes- 
terday. All ships arriving this morning re- 
ported having encountered the storm. 

The British ship Pretoria, from St. Lucia, 
ran into it south of Hatteras yesterday. 
The wind blew at the rate of sixty miles an 
hour from out of the northeast.

The other occupants of the room at the 
time of the explosion were John Lewis, J. 
T. Sheldon, Eva Evans, Bert Beach, and 
Arthur Emerson, all employés. 

When the explosion occurred the flying 
fluid ignited Lewis’ clothing, but he at- 
tempted to make his escape. He succeeded 
in getting as far as the doorway, but was 
too much overcome to walk, and the Mar- 
shal and his men carried him outside after 
rescuing Emerson, 

Tries to Plunge in Flames. 

Eva Evans ,became hysterical when the 
explosion occurred and started to plunge 
into the flames. Bert Beach prevented her 
and by main force carried her to the side- 
Walk. 

J. T. Sheldon was also standing in range 
with the exploding oil and was slightly 
burned on hands and arms. He made his 
escape before the firemen arrived. 

Arthur Emerson was standing near his 
brother when the gasoline exploded. He 
rushed for a blanket, but the flames drove 
him out of the building, and so far as could 
be learned he was not burned. 

In addition to the brave rescues accom- 
plisned by the firemen, John Kafer, driver 
for Marshal Campion, rushed into the burn- 
ing basement with the firemen and carried a 
five-gallon can of gasoline to the hallway, 
where a stream from the chemical put out 
the fire that was consuming the wooden 
casing.

HERO IS CHEWED BY A HORSE. 


Policeman Thomas Garvey Injured in 
Saving Henry Rizzo from a Ter- 
rible Death. 


Policeman Thomas Garvey of the West 
Chicago Avenue Station, in stopping a run- 
away horse and buggy at Center and Chi- 
cago avenues yesterday afternoon, saved 
Henry Rizzo, 202 West Chicago avenue, 
from a horrible death by dragging, and was 
himself twice thrown to the pavement and 
badly bruised by the frenzied animal, and 
finally bitten by it in the right hand.

Warrant Sworn Out. 


Having made these discoveries the officers 
of the company lost no time in placing their 
secretary in the hands of the law. Andrew 
H. Green, Vice President of the company, 
went before Justice Hoglund, and obtained 
a warrant for*his arrest on the charge of 
embezzling $500, this being the amount of 
the first deficiency that came to their notice. 
Hough was immediately afterward placed 
under arrest. His bond was fixed at $5,000, 
and Attorney S. S. Fallass became his sure- 
ty. The case is set for hearing on Saturday 
morning at 11 o’clock. 

Members of the company and their attor- 
ney, Murry Nelson Jr., refuse to say any- 
thing about the case or to give any explana- 
tion of the charges they have brought 
against Superintendent Hough. O. B. Green, 
President of the concern, shut off inquiries 
by referring them to his son, Andrew H. 
Green, who had taken out the warrant in 
Judge Hoglund’s court. The latter, in turn, 
said he had nothing whatever to say, not 
even concerning the amount that his com- 
pany had lost. 


Over $5,000 Is Gone. 


It has been learned, however, that the 
company is still in the dark on the latter 
question. The investigation of the books has 
not yet been completed; and yet, from: the 
evidence at hand, it appears that not less 
than $5,000 has disappeared, and it will prob- 
ably reach $1,000 more. This, it is claimed, 
has been taken in sums of varying amounts 
during a period of several months, and to 
hide the deficiency in cash false entries were 
made in the books. ‘ 

The discovery of the shortage was largely 
accidental, but the confident attitude of the 
officers of the company suggests that they 
have unquestionable proof of what they 
charge against their secretary. 

Superintendent Hough was seen last even- 
ing at his residence. He, too, is silent on 
the subject. When asked if he had anything 
to say in his defense he replied merely:

The former claims referred to in the cable 
dispatch were based upon the maltreatment 
of certain native defendants of an American 
and their prevention from doing business in 
Morocco. Under the provisions of Ahe ex- 
tra territorial law, which governs in such 
semi-barbarous countries of Africa and 
Asia, resident Americans and Europeans 
are privileged to take under the protection 
of their nationality a limited number of 
native servants, and this privilege has been 
contrued to permit business-men to thus 
engage buyers and traders in their interest. 


Sultan Brought to Time. 

Some months ago some of the clerks of an 
American trader in a town near Tangier 
were set upon, beaten, and robbed of their 
employer’s money and goods. This hap 
pened directly before the residence of the 
principal functionary of the place. Com- 
plaint was made to the Moroccan govern- 
ment by United States Consul Gencral 
Burke, but without effect. He thereupon 
notified the State department, and et his 
instance the United States ship Raleigh 
was sent to Tangier. The effect upon the 
Siltan was immediate. He caused the ar- 
rest of the Moors supposed to have been the 
perpetrators of the assault and promised 
restitution of the money lost. The Raleigh 
afterwards cruised along the coast of Mo- 
rocco well to the eastward, and in his last 
report to the State department Consul Gon- 
eral Burke stated that her presence had un- 
doubtedly done much to cause the natives to 
respect the United States flag. 


TWO KILLED BY AN EXPLOSION. 


Disastrous Fire at Bainbridge, O., Ends 
Fatally and Destroys Much 


Property. 


Chillicothe, O., Sept. 23.—The Village of 
Bainbridge was the scene of a disastrous 
conflagration this afternoon. An entire 
square, containing most of the prominent 
business houses, several handsome resi- 
dences, and the Methodist church, was en- 
tirely destroyed and two prominent busi- 
ness-men lost their lives in an explosion. 

The fire was started in the rear of Perrin 
Brown's general store by two little boys 
who were playing with lighted matches. 
The flames communicated with the main 
buildings. Beardsley's drug store adjoining 
was next ablaze, and the fire became un- 
controllable. In the midst of the excitement 
a terrible explosion occurred in the drug 
store, and W. P. Beardsley, who was en- 
dea voring to save his property, lost his life. 
His brother-in-law, Thomas Higgins, who 
went to his rescue, was unable to get out 
and was burned to death, while several 
others were injured, but none fatally. A 
stiff breeze fanned the flames to greater 
fury. | 

A message was sent to Waverly and to this 
city asking for aid, and both fire depart- 
ments promptly responded. The best that 
could be done was to prevent the fire from 
being communicated to the other squares, 
and the fire laddies soon had the flames 
under control. The estimated loss is $50,000. 
The bodies of Beardsley and Higgins were 
found burned beyond recognition.

The German steamship Bremen had an 
encounter with the hurricane about the same 
time. She had been traveling in fog and 
rain for twenty-four hours, when clearer 
weather was experienced. The wind in- 
creased until it blew a gale and finally struck 
the steamship with hurricane force. 


Pitched in Tremendous Seas, 


The vessel rolled and pitched about in 
tremendous seas, which rose high above the 
Bremen’s bows, and violently smashed upon 
her decks. Angry seas and high winds con- 
tinued for several hours, but the big German 
liner weathered the storm without damage. 

While the steamship Fulda was quietly 
making for port yesterday she also ran into 
the teeth of the gale. The steamships San 
Marcos, Old Dominion, and Jamaica came 
through the storm and were tossed about in 
it for hours. 

There was a light wind blowing off Sandy 
Hook this morning. The maximum rate of 
wind yesterday was twenty-five miles an 
hour. No high winds were reported along 
the middle Atlantic coast, and there was 
every indication today that the storm had 
passed out to sea for good. A heavy fog, 
accompanied by light rains, hung over the 
city and bay in the early morning hours. 
This condition was due to the cool weather 
on the coast and the moisture which came 
from the northeast winds that blew steadily 
in the night. At 11 o’clock the rain ceased, 
the fog lifted, but it later began to rain 
again, and continued all day, with a heavy 
downpour tonight. There was a heavy sea 
along the Jersey coast during the night, and 
the waves piled up along the strand with 
great resounding blows. The wind whistled 
over the city today at fourteen miles an 
hour, a slight decrease from the velocity of 
last night. 

Damage on the Coast. 

The storm did some damage on Staten 
Island, The force of the gale is shown today 
in the remains of a wall that stood fifteen 
feet high and thirty feet long around the 
property of the National White Lead com- 
pany at Port Richmond. The wall crashed 
into the cable shed of the telephone com- 
pany and completely wrecked it. The cables. 
were cut by flying bricks, and all communi- 
cation was cut off from Long Branch, Sea- 
bright, Philadelphia, and many Jersey re- 
sorts. 

Coney Island, as usual, suffered most. A 
high tide ate away ten feet of the beach. | 
Some small buildings near the fierce rollers 
have been wrecked, and many places of busi- 
ness flooded. Four lifeboats were carried 
out to sea by the waves. 

The storm was for the most part on the 
sea and little damage was done along the 
coast. 

Three Vessels in Peril, 


From Cape May Point it was reported the 
sea had washed away à part of the bulwarks 
in front of the cottages of former President 
Harrison and John Wanamaker. 

Much anxiety is felt over the possible fate 
of the Excelsior, the Andes, and the Nacoo- 
chee from Savannah, all of which are due 
tomorrow.

Alton, III., Sept. 23.—[Spectal.]—The city 
authorities took a hand in the race war at 
the Alton public schools today. This morn- 
ing the Chief of Police was instructed to 
take the entire night and day force and 
keep the colored children and their parents 
out @ the white schools. 

For a time it seemed that this policy 
would precipitate serious trouble. Police- 
men were stationed at each of the schools, 
and when the colored people came with their 


children and sought to enter as they had 


the day before, the officers stood at tho 
doors and refused them admittance at the 
Washington School, which is in a portion 
of the city where the colored people out- 
number the whites: 

The negroes congregated upon a hill back 
of the schoolhouse and held a consultation. 
They decided to attempt to put the children 


marched over to the schoolyard. For a 


averted by permitting the negroes to enter, 
but the police held their ground, and threat- 
ened to arrest any one who should attempt 
to enter the school against orders. 


Boys Go Through Windows. 

The men and women then remained at a 
distance and urged the children to go in. 
Some of them attempted it, but they were 
sent back by the police and none were suc- 
cessful save a few boys who climbed in at 
the windows while the officers guarded the 
doors. They were promptly dislodged, and 
the colored people then retired again to the 
hill back of the school house, where they 
remained several hours and shen returned 
to their homes. a we 

At the Irving School in the extreme west 
end of the city the colored men attempted 
several times to get the negro children into 
the building, but the police barred the doot- 
way and refused them admittance. Then 
the negroes assumed a threatening attitude, 
but cool counsel finally prevailed in their 
minds and they dispersed; taking the chil- 
dren with them. At the Lincoln School the 
colored people did not attempt to dislodge 
the police, but several active negro boys 
sought to inveigle the officers away from 
the doors by climbing in at the windows, 
They were put out. 


Invoke the Law. 

This evening a committee of three colored 
men, accompanied by their attorney, called 
upon Presfdent Fink of the School board 
and asked him if it was the intention of the 
board to persist in the policy of excluding 
the colored children from the schools at- 
tended by the white. Mr. Fink assured 
them that such was the intention of the 
board. The colored people then held another 
meeting and instructed three of their num- 
ber to go to Springfield tonight and meet 
General Palmer, who will assist them in an 
effort to secure in the federal court a 
mandamus compelling the city authorities 
to permit the negroes to attend school with 
the white children. 

Meanwhile the city is intensely wrought 
up and a distressing condition of affairs 
exists. Many of the people dislike to send 
their children to the schools for fear there 
will be trouble, and some of the teachers’ 
have been intimidated by the rougher ele- 
ment of the negroes until they are afraid to 
go to the schools to teach. The negroes 
insist that the law is on their side and flatly 
refuse to send their children to the schools 
built for them. The Supreme Court de- 
cisions in similar cases at Galesburg, 
Quincy, and Upper Alton encourage them in 
the belief that they will triumph in the 


courts.

BLOW FOR BIMETALLISM. 


London, Sept. 23.—The protest which the 
London bankers drew up at their meeting in 
the clearing-house yesterday against the 
policy of the Governor of the Bank of Eng- 
land in announcing its willingness to main- 


was presented to the bank today. The res- 
olution is accompanied by a formal letter, 


the Clearing-House association, although all 
the members were not represented at the 
meeting. A majority of the membership was 
represented and unanimously adopted the 
resolution, which is as follows: 
„Resolved, That this meeting entirely dis- 
approves of the Bank of England agreeing 


of 1884, of holding one-fifth or any other por- 
tion whatever of silver as a reserve against 
the circulation of the Bank of England 
notes. 

„Resolved, That a copy of this resolution 
be sent to the Bank of England, the Prime 
Minister, the First Lord of the Treasury, 
and the Chancellor of the Exchequer.” 

An organized movement has begun to in- 
duce other commercial bodies to protest 
against the announcement of the Governor 
of the Bank of England. 

Blow for Bimetallism. 

A high official who was a participant in the 
negotiations between the United States bi- 
metallic commissioners and the British Cab- 
inet said today: 

I fear the bankers will frighten the gov- 
ernment into receding from its stand for bi- 
metallism. They have forgotten that Par- 
liament unanimously resolved measures to 
secure the stable par of exchange between 
gold and silver, and Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
pledged himself to do all in his power to 
carry the resolution into effect. 

The English public has forgotten also 
that ten of the fourteen members of the Ag- 
ricultural commission signed a report rec- 
ommending bimetallism as a palliative for 
the agricultural depression in Engiand. The 
public and the newspapers seem to think the 
government is influenced merely by desire to 
secure the good will of the United States 
when it is attempting to carry out the de- 
clared policy of Parliament.“ 

Must Not Be Imperiled. 
The Evening Standard, referring to the 
bankers’ protest against the action of the 
Governor of the Bank of England, says: 

The public is confidently expecting an 
expression of condemnation from the gov- 
erning body of the Bank of England and of 
Mr. Smith's extraordinary statement. A 
national institution should not be imperiled 
and the whole financial system of the coun- 
try excited by such vagaries.” 

The Daily Telegraph says this morning: 
It is probable that yesterday's meeting of 
bankers to protest against the action of the 
Governor of the Bank of England in plan- 
ning for a silver reserve is only the fore- 
runner of another to include not only banks 
but leading merchants in order to set at 
rest the feeling of distrust which a fear of 
tinkering with the currency produces.” 

The Westminster Gazette this afternoon,

“The financial market would much pre- 
fer the bank rate to have been advanced 
to 3 per cent.

ONLY ONE SOLUTION FOR PRESENT 
MONETARY SITUATION. 


Lord Farrer, the Distinguished Eng- 
lish Economist, Asserts in the Lon- 
don Times That the Proposal to Re- 
open the Indian Mints by an Ar- 
rangement with France and the 
United States Would Derange the 
Entire System of British Finance. 


London, Sept. 24.—Lord Farrer has a 
three-column letter in the Times this morn- 
ing on bimetallism and the Indian mint. He 
says: 

In my opinion the ultimate solution of 
the question will be found in the adoption of 
the gold standard in India.“ 

Lord Farrer then proceeds to discuss the 
proposals of the American. commissioners 
and the French government, in which con- 
nection he says: 

There has been no official statement of 
Senator Wolcott’s proposals, but we may 
form a shrewd guess from an article which 
appeared in the National Review for August 
entitled Episodes of the Month,“ and 
written by some one who appears to be in 
the councils of the American negotiators. 
From this we gather that India is invited to 
open her mint at a ratio of 15% to 1, which 
in all probability is the only ratio that would 
satisfy France and the United States. This 
ratio would mean that the present gold 
value of silver would have to be increased 
by 125 per cent.“ 

After pointing out that various temporary 
panics would probably ensue from carry- 
ing out the proposals, Lord Farrer sketches 
the position of currency in the United States 
and France, from which he concludes that 
there is every reason to believe in the 
present circumstances that neither the 
United States nor France, nor both united, 
could possibly by opening the mints create 
a demand for silver such as would raise or 
maintain its gold value at the ratio of 15% 
to 1. Lord Farrer continues: 


India Cannot Help. 


„As to India, experience has shown em- 
phatically that the opening of its mints 
would not create the necessary demand. In- 
deed, circumstances would be less favorable 
there, for the opening of the French and the 
American mints would create a competition 
which possibly, especially if the Indian mints 
were open to gold, would not only prevent 
silver from flowing to India, but would also 
attract silver from India, causing an export 
to Europe. There is another risk. It is 
highly improbable that any diplomatic or 
legislative arrangements could reverse the 
tendency of the world for the last 200 years 
to make gold the standard of values. The 
English people adopted it in spite of govern- 
ment. Itis much more likely that the Amer- 
ican bankers and merchants will arrange to 
make their dealings on a gold basis and thus 
evade the law which gives silver an artificial 


gold value. It is almost certain that this will - 


occur in case of international dealings, and it 
is very likely also to occur in all large deal- 
ings at home and abroad. 


Alter Standard of Value. 

“Supposing the proposal succeeded, its 
effect would be in all parts of the British em- 
pire and all gold standard countries that the 
standard of values would be altered, en- 
abling debtors to pay gold debts at the rate 
of 15% tol, ~ecause any one could take silver 
to the French or American mints and get it 
coined into francs or dollars, which, on the 
hypothesis that the plan succeeded, and a 
stable exchange is secured, would be worth 
in the market of the world, including Lon- 
don, one-fifteenth and a half of their weight 
in gold. It would enable the United States 
or the French government, supposing them 
to owe debts abroad, to use the enormous 
stocks of silver they possess in paying those 
debts with less than half the silver with 
which they could now pay them. 

** Such a change would be good for neither 
India nor any other country which values 
common honesty. Such a change would be 
most injurious to Great Britain and the 
British empire, and. yet this revolutionary 
change would be effected by the aid and with 
the full concurrence of our own government. 
It is impossible to believe that the govern- 
ment will take such a step. 

Enough has been said to show that the 
proposal is impracticable if desirable and 
undesirable if practicable. For the sake of 
India and the empire it ought to be rejected 
summarily. But there is another reason 
for rejecting it summarily.

Honolulu, Sept. 16., via San Francisco. 
Cal., Sept. 23.—Impressing Senator Morgan 
and the Representatives in Congress with 
the native sentiment against annexation 
does not make progress. The movement is 
directed from San Francisco, where ex- 
Queen Liliuokalani is making her headquar- 
ters. 

The ex-Queen is in a pet with her partisans 
here. She thinks they might have arranged 
a demonstration that would have meant 
something, but some of those to whom it 
was intrusted were lukewarm. The main 
reliance now is in the anti-annexation peti- 
tion which has been sent out to the different 
islands. 

The treaty having been ratified by the 
Hawalian Senate, the government is not 
giving much heed to the efforts of the mal- 
contents. President Dole takes a sensible 
view of it. He told me that the natives 
would bd the first to enjoy the benefits. 

The natives,“ said the President, ‘* will 
be protected in all the property and political 
rights they now possess, The political 
rights may be increased. They will become 
full citizens of the United States in every 
sense of the word. They have been told in 
the past by some persons that the monarchy 
would be restored and advised not to regis- 
ter or vote under the present government. 
Many of them were misled into following 
that advice and refrained from taking part. 
Annexation will show them how badly they 
were deceived. When it is accomplished 
they will readily adapt themselves to it.. 

The young generation of Portuguese,“ 
continued President Dole, will prove a 
desirabie element. The Germans who have 
come to Hawali have, for the most part, 
come to stay. They are deeply interested 
in the country, and, I think, will quite gen- 


erally become citizens of the United States. 


Some of the English may prefer to remain 
British subjects, while others will embrace 
American citizenship. 

We know that we have had the good will 
of the American people, and, I think, in 
reciprocation, it will be found that Hawaii 
is fully prepared for the new conditions 
which annexation will bring about.“ 

The American Union party has held its 
convention and nominated candidates for 
the Legislature. All the candidates. are 
pledged to annexation. ‘The platform op- 
poses the further intraduction of Asiatic 
labor on the island. 


ANOTHER WARSHIP FOR HAWAII. 


Orders for the Gunboat Wheeling to 
Proceed to Honolulu—Japan 
Less Belligerent. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—[Speclal.1— 
The firm intention of the administration to 
take no chances in carrying out its pro- 
gram for the annexation of the Hawalian 
Islands was emphasized today in an order 
issued by the Navy department assigning 
another warship to Hawailan waters. The 
addition to our naval force at Honolulu, 
which is rapidly growing into a squadron, 
is the little gunboat Wheeling, not a very 
formidable vessel, but capable of doing con- 
siderable damage against a hostile ship of 
greater strength in conjunction with the 
ather craft now at the islands or under 
orders to proceed there. 

No alarming advices from. Honolulu are 
at the bottom of the department’s action. 

The annexation question is now at the 
acute stage.

GO MURDER, CAUGHT IN ST. LOUIS. 


Crime Was the Killing of Engineer 
Henry Scofield—She Had Bluded the 
Police for Thirty Months—Arrested 
with “Puggy ” and “Army” Sulli- 
van and Henry De Roche, All 
Rogues’ Gallery Familiars—Will Be 
Brought Back for Trial. 


For thirty months Nellle Ryan eluded 
the vigilance of the Chicago police, 
who sought her for murder, but she was 
brought to book yesterday. As one of a 
quartet of Chicago thieves she was captured 
in St. Louis and she will be brought at once 
back home to answer for her crime. Inci- 
dentally the others will come, too, and 
various charges of less gravity stand ready 
to greet them. All of the four are Known 
as good criminals. They are: 

Ryan, Nellie, alias ‘‘ Battle AX 
Sullivan, Hazel, alias Puggy.’’ 
Sullivan, Ed, allas Army.“ 
De Roche, Henry. 
Their pictures are in almost every rogues’ 


‘gallery in the country, and they are known 


as thieves, pickpockets, and robbers. It is 
supposed they had assembled to prey upon 
the crowds in St. Louis attending the fall 
festivities. They are supposed to have done 
considerable work in this line there already. 

The capture was made by Detective Will- 
lam Morgan of this city, aided by St. Louis 
officers. It resulted directly from the search 
for Nellie Ryan. Morgan heard some days 
ago that she was in St. Louis. He went 
there, and the results appear in the arrests. 

This Ryan woman conducted a den in 
Halsted street, which was frequented by 
thieves, robbers, and highwaymien, and the 
other three prisoners were at different times 
inmates of this dive. She was a.former 
sweetheart of the notorious “ Skippy ’”’ 
Rohan. 

Murder of Harry Scofield. 

The crime for which she is wanted was 
committed on Feb. 15, 1895. Harry Scofield, 
aged 27, a marine engineer, was in a saloon 
in Madison street, intoxicated, and the Ryan 


woman entered and @nticed him to a room 


at Desplaines and Monroe streets. 
As Scofield was about to enter the room 
John Sullivan, an inmate of the Halsted 


street den, attempted to hold him up at the 
point of a revolver in the hallway. Scofield 
resisted, and the Ryan woman held him. 


while Sullivan fired three shots into his ab- 
domen, wounding him so that he died the 
next day. 

Sullivan and the woman were arrested and 
indicted. The Ryan woman was released 


on bond, and shortly afterward left Chica- 


go, the police losing trace of her until a few 
days ago, when they were informed she was 
in St. Louis. 

Three days ago Detective Morgan went to 
St. Louis to look for the woman, and De- 
tectives Brady and Ziegler were sent out 
with him. The woman and her pals were 
located first at 1235 „ ashington avenue, but 
when they went there after them they found 
that the woman who ran the house had put 
them out. After further search they found 
that they were staying in the Arlington 
Hotel at Seventn and Morgan streets. 

When the detectives went there after them 
they were out, but as the detectives were 
walking up Washington avenue Brady saw 
the four entering a restaurant. They were 
at once recognized as the persons wanted 
and were captured without difficulty.

The Hon. Benjamin F. Tracy, United 
States Hotel, Saratoga: I have been re- 
quested by the leaders of the Republican or- 
ganization of the City and County of New 
York to ask you to permit your name to be 
placed before the Republican city conven. 
tion for the office of Mayor. In conveying 
this request I assure you of the hearty and 
loyal support which would be extended to 
your candidacy. LEMUEL E. Quiae.” * 

The city convention, which is to nominate 
candidates for Mayor, Controller, and Pres- 
ident of the Council, is to meet at Carnegie 
Hall at noon on Tuesday next. It was the 
opinion that General Tracy would make his 
position known at a reasonable time before 
the city convention.

New York, Sept. 23.— [Special. I—The Han- 
over National Bank will import $1,000,000 in 
gold by the French line steamship sailing 
from Havre on Saturday., This makes the 
total gold importations so far announced $2,- 
500,000, the National City Bank having pre- 
viously arranged to import $1,000,000 from 
London and $500,000 from Genoa.

Officers of the Hanover 
National Bank, when seen, were positive in 
saying that the importation was an ordinary 
business one and made to adjust European 
balances due the bank. .

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INQUEST ON THE MINERS. 


CORONER WM’KEE’S OFFICIAL IN- 
QUIRY AS TO THE SHOOTING. 
‘ 1 


Strikers Who Were in the March Tes- 
tify That They Were Unarmed and 
That Sherif Martin Drew a Revol- 
ver on Them—Array of Prominent 
Attorneys—Austro-Hungarian Con- 
sulate Represented—Every Colliery 
in the District at Work. | 


Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 23.—Coroner McKee 
this afternoon began the inquest into the 
death of the twenty-four striking miners 
who were shot by a posse of Sheriff's depu- 
ties at Lattimer. A two hours’ session was 
held, during which a score of witnesses were 
examined. 

There were present quite an array of aticr- 
neys, and they occasionally suggested ques- 
tions to the Coroner who carried on the ex- 
amination. District Attorney D. A. Fell of 
Luzerne County was there, and H. A. Fuller 
of Wilkesbarre appeared for the Coroner, 
State Chairman Garman, John McGahren, 
and B. H. Laughlin for the prosecution, and 
George H. Troutman of Hazleton for the 
Deputy Sheriffs. Dr. Thodorovitch, Secre- 
tary to the Austro-Hungarian Consulate at 
Philadelphia, and R. D. Coxe, attorney for 
the Consulate, were also present. 

Nearly all the testimony adduced was a 
repetition of that brought out-at the hear- 
ing of the deputies at Wilkesbarre. Most of 
the witnesses were foreign strikers who were 
in the march halted by the deputies’ deadly 
fusillade. They gave the details of the affair 
as already published, and all declared that 
none of the strikers were armed; that Sheriff 
Martin pulled a revolver on them, but noone 
attempted to take it from him; that no vio- 
lence had been offered that official, and that 
the miners had no intention of making an 
unlawful demonstration. The hearing will 
be resumed tomorrow. 

The strike situation remains unchanged 
except for the return to work of those Har- 
wood miners who were afraid to go back 
yesterday. Every colliery in the region 
worked, and there was not the slightest dis- 
order. The question of the withdrawal of 
the militia remains undetermined. 


FEDERATION COUNCIL ACTION. 


Denounces the Killing of Lattimer Min- 
ers and the Court Injunction 
Principle. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—The fourth 
day’s session of the Executive Council of 
the American Federation of Labor convened 
this morning, all members being present. 

A resolution was adopted directing the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor, the affiliated cen- 
tral labor body there, to aid tanners and cur- 

ers of that city to thoroughly organize. 
Regarding the shooting at Lattimer, Pa., on 
Sept. 18, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

** Resolved, That we declare the attack of 
Sheriff Martin and his deputies on the 
marching miners then on strike as a brutal, 
unprovoked massacre, inspired by the coal 
operators of that section to defeat the de- 
mands of the men for better conditions. 

Resolved, That the ever-ready use in 
late years, of court injunctions, armed force, 
and the State militia in time of labor 
troubles is only part of the insidious pro- 
gram to entirely subjugate the workers of 
America in the most debasing degradation.“ 

It was determined that measures in the 
interest of labor should be formulated and 
sent to President McKinley, with a view of 
having him incorporate them in his next 
message to Congress. It was resolved that 
with the revival of industry every effort 
would be made to organize the workers in 
their trade unions. The council adjourned 
sine die.

In Most Cases They Receive Higher 
Wages and the Strike Seems

Bloomington, III., Sept. 23.—[Special.]— 
The 300 miners of the McLean County Coal 
company will return to work tomorrow at 
the old rate, 40 cents and 50 cents respective- 
ly for second and third vein. 

Minonk, III., Sept. 23.—[Special.]—The 
Minonk miners settled at 64 cents a ton 
gross, with pay twice a month. They re- 
sume work tomorrow. 

Joliet, Ill., Sept. 23.—[Special.]—A meeting 
of the subdistricts of the Wilmington coal 
fields is called for tomorrow in Coal City. 

Springfield, III., Sept. 23.—The miners at 
the Clear Lake Cooperative Coal com- 
pany’s shaft resumed work at 87 7-10 cents 
gross weight. Tomorrow the miners at the 
Citizens’ Coal company’s shaft will resume 
work at the same rate.

The 
night’s rest had worked wonders in both, 
and all traces of weariness and care had dis- 
appeared. The Misses McKinley and Mc-

DEATH IN THE PEST. 


Yellow Fever Situation Still 
Bad in the South. 


NEW AND CRITICAL CASES 


Sudden Fatality from the Dis- 
ease in Louisville. 


CAIRO QUARANTINE RAISED. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 23.—The local 
fever situation did not show any improve- 
ment today when results were summed up. 
There were fewer cases than were reported 
yesterday but there were three deaths, one 
more than in the previous twenty-four 
hours, and at least four of the patients were 
reported at 6 o'clock to be in a critical con- 
dition. 

The ninth new case reported today was 
that of Mrs. Lessemes, whose death is re- 
ported. The woman had been sick for sev- 
oral days, but she had apparently no friends, 
or if she did they were afraid to go néar 
her. It was only this morning that a doc- 
tor was summoned, and when he went to 
the house he diagnosed the case as yellow 
fever. The woman died of inattention as 
much as of the prevailing disease. 

Marie Dubois, who died this morning, was 
a child nearly 3% years old, living in Carroll- 
ton, where the disease has been especially 
prevalent. 

Mobile, Ala., Sept. 23.—There were two new 
fever cases today, making thirty-eight in 
all. Ten were discharged today. Another 
death was added to the list tonight, being 
that of John J. Bourne, chief clerk of the 
Louisville and Nashville shops. Dr. Glennan 
is making every effort to facilitate the re- 
lease of freight here. , 

Louisville, Ky., Sept. 23.—[{Special.]—John 
McDougall, stricken yesterday with yellow 
fever, died in the almshouse today. There 
is a new case at Gracy, Ky. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—Tonight’s ad- 
vices to Dr. Wyman included the following: 

At Cairo the quarantine around the hos- 
pital ward in which the fever patients were 
confined was raised this morning. The pa- 
tients are doing well. There are no new 
cases. 

Word came from Fernandina, Fla., that 
the report of yellow fever there was ut- 
terly without foundation. There were 
twenty-two new cases in Edwards, Miss., 
making a total to date of 104. Dr. Guiteras, 
the expert, left Cairo tonight for Delhi and 
Tallulah, in northern Louisiana, to investi- 
gate suspicious cases of fever there. 


GUND BREWING PLANT BURNED. 


Loss of Three Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars to One of the Largest Business 
Concerns in La Crosse, Wis. 


La Crosse, Wis., Sept. 23.—Early this 
morning fire was discovered in the roof of 
the brewhouse of the John Gund Brewing 
company’s plant. The night watchman 
turned in the alarm, and although every fire 
company in the city responded nothing but 
the bare walls of one of the most extenstve 
malting and brewing establishments in the 
Northwest remains. The roof and inside 
woodwork were dry as tinder, and the flames 
spread rapidly to the other buildings of the 
plant. 

The malthouse contained several carloads 
of malt and about 5,000 bushels of barley, 
which were totally destroyed. The cold 
storage contained about 12,000 barrels of 
beer, which is also destroyed. The total 
loss will exceed $300,000, about half of which 
is covered by insurance in several old line 
companies. The plant will be rebuilt.

JUDGE KILGORE IS DEAD. 


PASSING OF THE FAMOUS EX-CON- 
GRESSMAN FROM TEXAS.

Body Will Be Takes to the Lone Star 
State for Burial—As a Representa- 
tive He Was One of the Best Known 
Men in Public Life—Attracted Wide 
Notice by Kicking His Way Out of 
the House When the Doors Were 
Locked. 


Ardmore, I. T., Sept. 23.—United States 
Judge Kilgore, ex-Congressman from Tex- 
as, died here this afternoon after a short 
iliness. He began sinking this morning. He 
regained consciousness at noon, and, after 
calling his wife and children to his bedsid® 
and kissing them, died almost immediately. 
The funeral will take place tomorrow, the 
body being taken to Wills Point, Tex., for 
burial.

As a member of Congress from Texas 
Constantine Bulkley Kilgore was one of the 
best known men in public life. He was 
called Buck by his intimates, and at- 
trected wide publication in the fifty-first 
Congress by kicking in a green baize door

which had been locked by order of Speaker 
Reed during one of the filibustering scenes 
that made the first quorum counting Con- 
gress memorable. He supported Mr. Cleve- 


land ardently, and after he retired from 


Congress the President appointed him one 
of the Judges of the Indian Territory. He 
was a man of distinguished presence, tall 
and heavy framed, and with a kindly, good- 
humored face. He was well liked by his 


fellow- members, notwithstanding he killed 


many of their pet projects by his assump- 
tion of the rdéle of objector when it was at- 
tempted to push measures through rapidly 
by unanimous consent. 

Mr. Kilgore was born in Newman, Ga., 
Feb. 20, 1835. In 1846 he removed with his 
parents to Rusk County, Tex., where he re- 
ceived a common school education. He 
served in the confederate army, first as 
private, and by successive promotions 
reached the grade of Adjutant General, 
serving as such in Ector’s brigade, Army 
of Tennessee. He was wounded at 
Chickamauga, and in 1864 was confined as 
a prisoner in Fort Delaware. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar after the war, and in 1875 
was a member of the Texas constitutional 
convention. He was a Presidential Elector 
in 1880 on the Hancock and English ticket, 
and in 1884 was elected to the State Senate 
for four years, and in the following year 
was chosen President of that body for two 
years. He was elected to the Fiftieth, Fifty- 
first, and Fifty-second Congresses as a Dem- 
ocrat. 

Judge Kilgore was a Presbyterian of the 
old school, and the father of a large family, 
to whom he leaves but little owing to his 
generosity.

BRYAN SEEKS TO DECEIVE IOWANS. 
In his speech at Des Moines on Monday 


Bryan declared that— 

The first hopeful thing that came to aid Repub- 
lican imagination since the election was the dis- 
covery of gold in Klondike, and the second was 
the rise in the price of wheat. The Republicans, 
however, had no right to rejoice over the disccvery 
of the new gold mines, because this would tend to 
increase the volume of the money, and that was 
opposed by the Republican platform, and as to the 
rise in wheat, it came from famine abroad, and in 
fact did not benefit the man who had no wheat to 
sell. He did not find that his wages had been 
raised any, but it cost him more to buy his flour. 
Then, too, if the rise in wheat is a good thing for. 
the farmers it was just what the Democrats 
claimed last fall when they said it was higher 
priced Commodities the people wanted and not 
higher priced money. They wanted prices ad- 
vanced by taking from gold that purchasing power 
which had been added by fraud rather than ad- 
vanced by famine and suffering. 

Bryan seems to wish it to be understood 
that he views with approval the opening of 
the Alaskan gold mines because it will tend 
“to increase the volume of the money.” 
But these mines, no matter how great their 
productivity, would not increase the volume 
of money in circulation in the United States 
if Bryan's 16 to 1 scheme ere put in effect, 
for his 44-cent dollars would drive out of 
circulation instantly the 650 millions of gold 
money now in the United States and con- 
tract the volume of currency to that extent. 
Not a dollar of the new gold from the Klon- 
dike, Coloradgs nia, Montana, the 
Black Hills, or etsewhere would g0 into cir- 


culation among the people. 

Mr. Bryan must be a very shallow thinker 
and observer if he disputes these facts or 
does not know them. There is not in the 
history of the world an instance where a 


dollar worth intrinsically or commercially 


100 cents remained in circulation with 
another kind of dollar worth 40 cents, or 50 
cents, or 60 cents, or 75 cents, or 80 
cents, or 90 cents, or 95 cents. The 
cheaper one always expels the better dol- 
lar. There is no exception to this rule. 
Men in their large transactions will 
not take 95 cents for 100 cents or 90 
cents for 100, except when compromising 
with a bankrupt debtor. Does nat. Mr. 
Bryan really know that much about trade 
and business? ~~. . 

Then it follows as ineyite#bly as a mathe- 
matical demonstratiop that when a country 
has a currency ef inferidr pui«dasing 
power any attempt to enrich that cuvrency 
by pouring Anto it money of superior pur- 
chasing power must be a failure. The bet- 
ter money will no more mix with the poorer 
money than oil will with water. The money 
which has the greater purchasing power 
will not stay in circulation. Bryan knows 
this or he isa silly fool. 

An increase in the volume of the money 
is not “opposed by the Republican plat- 
form.” That platform denounced free 
coinage because it would have reduced the 
value and the volume of the currency, It 
would have reduced the latter by expelling 
from, cireulation all the gold in the country 
and by reducing one-half the value of all 
the other kinds of money, whether paper or 


lation. « The greater the increase in the 
volume of gold money in the country the 
better pleased the Republicans are. 

Bryan has to admit that there has been 
a rise in the price of wheat. He would not 
dare to deny that fact when addressing 
Iowa farmers. But he alleges that that rise 
did not benefit the man who had no wheat 
to sell. He did not find that his wages had 
been raised any.“ 

Does Bryan really believe that the wheat 
grower is the only person benefited? Have 
the men who have wheat to sell no credit- 
ors? The holder of the mortgage on the 
farm of the wheat grower is a gainer when 
the latter gets more for his wheat. 
the merchant who has trusted him for agri- 
cultural implements, groceries, or other 
goods. So are the farm hands who have 
been waiting for the payment of their past 
due wages. 

When the farmer gets a higher price for 
his wheat in sound, 100-cent dollars is he 
not able to buy more articles for the use 
and comfort of his family? The boy can 
have a bicycle. The wife and daughters 
can have a nice new buggy, and not be 
forced to drive to church in a springless 
farm ‘wagon. 

When the farmer has more money, owing 
‘to his getting a better price for his wheat, 
he can improve his house and other farm 
buildings and his fences. He can thus fur- 
nish employment to the mechanics who are 
his neighbors and contribute to the pros- 
perity of the people about him. 

Why did Bryan overlook or slur over the 
fact that the money received by the farmer 
for his wheat does not remain in his pocket, 
but is used to pay debts and to buy goods, 
thus increasing the opportunities for labor 
to find employment? The prosperity of the 
farmers has contributed to the prosperity 
of the wage-workers. ~ 

Neither the Democrats nor their Presi- 
dential candidate claimed last fall that “ it 
was higher priced commodities thé people 
wanted.” What Bryan claimed the people 
needed and wanted was a diluted, watered 
currency. He claimed that they needed 
money Which was made cheaper by law— 
poorer and half bogus. 

Bryan said then that with 16 to 1 free 
silver dollars the farmers would get a dollar 
a bushel for their wheat, 40 cents a bushel 
for their torn, and 30 cents a bushel for 
their oats. He told them that with their 
grain selling at these prices they could pay 
off their gold standard debts. 

But how much goods could they buy with 
their cheap, watered, half bogus 16 to 1 
money? If they received a dollar a bushel 


worth 50 cents, and each 40 cents a bushel 
for corn would only be worth 20 cents, and 
the 30 cents for their oats would only be 
15 cents in good money per bushel.

Bryan asserts that the Democrats want- 
ed prices advanced by taking from gold that 
purchasing power which had been added by 
fraud (the old lie) rather than advanced by 
famine and suffering.” 

The short, sharp answer to this lyihg alle-

79, nor since, 
just as it did not go into circulation in Mex- 
ico from 1874 to this time. Then nothing 
would have been taken from the purchasing 
power of gold in this country from 1873 to 
1897 except in buying labor. It has depre- 
ciated by that true test, which Bryan re- 
fuses to discuss. 7 

This brief résumé of the points made by 
Bryan in his Des Moines speech shows that 
he did not lay down one correct proposi- 
tion or make one allegation which will 
stand the test of critical examination. 
There is no foundation of truth for any of 
his statements. * 

Are the Republican papers of Iowa ex- 
posing his sophistical “ silver” arguments 
and his false assertions? If not, why not? 
Bryan makes harangues which are calcu- 
lated to deceive and lead astray multitudes 
of people. That is shown by the large vote 
he received last fall. Had it not been for 
the unaccountable failure of so many Re- 
publican papers and leaders to expose in 
their columns and on the stump his cun- 
ningly evolved sophisms his vote would 
have been much smaller. 

One probable cause of this neglect was 
that he uttered his brazen sophistries so tre- 
quently, repeating the same false asser- 
tions in varying phraseology, that the 
papers were bewildered in trying to keep 
track of what he was saying and asserting, 
while his own followers swallowed it whole 
without - mastication, reflection, or under- 
standing clearly What he was driving at. 
They all had a vague idea he was advocat- 
ing an easy way of paying debts and cheat- 
ing creditors out of their honest and lawful 
dues. Most of them were in favor of just 
that thing and therefore “ hunched” for 
“Billy Bryan.” 


WHAT WILL PRESIDENT M’KINLEY DO? 

The status of the situation as regards 
Cuban affairs developed by the recent in- 
terview between Minister Woodford and 
the Spanish Premier is outlined elsewhere. 
Accepting the mildest construction that 
can be placed upon it it amounts to a notice 
to the Spanish government that the war 
must be brought to an early termination 
or this government will feel compelled, in 
obedience to the popular will and im the 
interest of humanity and in protection of 
the rights. of its citizens, to intervene for 
the purpose of securing peace. And yet 
we are told that the Spanish press and 
people, after denouncing the United States 
government for months past on the ground 
that it contemplated precisely some such 
step as this, at last finds it impossible to 
realize that it has resolved upon any line 
of policy designed to bring the war to a 
definite termination. 

The question which interests the Ameri- 
can people, as well as those of Spain, is: 


do in the premises? Has he resolved “to 
stop the war” in the near future, or will he 
imitate the policy of irresolution and pro- 
crastination which characterized his prede- 
cessor—conceding more time and still more 
time to the Butcher Weyler to destroy 
every vestige of property and insurgent life 
on the “ever faithful isle”? Spain will 
plead for time to kill and burn and complete 
its war of. anarchy, rapine, and devastation, 
and will, as usual, bluster and threaten 
and talk of its pride and honor. Will 
time still be granted it as it was under 
Cleveland? 

In spite of the strong provocation this 
country has received, and the conviction in 
other lands that the time has come to act, 
there are many Americans who believe 
that President McKinley will never work 
np his courage and resolution to the point 
of firing the first or even the second shot. 
It seems that six out of the seven members 
of his Cabinet are hostile to taking any 
decisive step on this question, and that cre- 
ates a stifling atmosphere of carbureted 
hydrogen about the national capital that 
destroys anything like vitality on his part. 
So that his administration, in the judgment 
of many, bids fair to be only a prolongation 
of Cleveland’s cowardice and nerveless ir- 
resolution on this question. Then, again, 
he has evidently been held in check by the 
narrow, conservative views of a few New 
England Senators like Hale and Hoar, who 
have been unable to see anything in the 
question beyond the present interest of 
Boston merchants and New England manu- 
facturers. ; 2 

It is true some people say, on the other 
hand, that if this country should become 
embroiled in war with Spain in the effort 
to stop the gamie of assassination and rapine 
in Cuba and prevent the complete destruc- 
tion of what yet remains of American in- 
terests in the island, it would involve a 
costly war; that we should have to send a 
large army into Cuba to fight Weyler, and 
that large numbers of our men would die of 
yellow fever and exposure; that a shock 
would be given to our ability to maintain 
the redemption of greenbacks and Sherman 
notes, as there would be a run on the Treas- 
ury for gold and a general! fall in stocks. 
No Kansas calamity howler ever uttered 
more dismal croaking than would then be 
heard in the Hast. 

But there is another view to be taken of 
the case. Let the President fix a date for 
bringing this barbarous warfare to an end, 
when, if the insurrection has not been sup- 
pressed, this country will intervene and 
separate the combatants—say the first day 
of November next. That affords time 
enough. Let ample preparations be made 
for that date, and when it arrives, if the 
war has not been ended by Spain’s own act, 
let the American ironclads in the strongest 
available numbers be arrayed in front of 
Havana with orders to prevent the entrance 
of any more military supplies for Weyler's 
forces. And if any Spanish warships at- 
tempt to interfere—as they doubtless will— 
let them be expelled by force. If they fire 
shots, sink them. Our new first-class Har- 
veyized steelclads and our American offi- 
cers and gunners can make quick work of 
the old-style, inférior ships, the officers 
and crews of the Spanish craft. A bom- 
bardment of Morro Castle would quickly 
reduce it to ruins and tender it harmless 
and untenable.

Spain could not even supply its 
warships with coal in such a contest unless 
it should be permitted to do so in adjacent 
British islands, and they would be sure to 
be captured as they came out of port, as 
the Alabama was during the war of the re- 
bellion. 

A war of intervention as here outlined 
would bé free from interference by any 
European government, and it would speed- 
ily put a stop to the anarchistic, barbarian 
mode of warfare adopted by Spain for the 
purpose of devastating the island and ex- 
terminating its inhabitants because they 
have sought to achieve freedom from the 
most brutal despotism of modern times. 


SPAIN NEARING THE END, 

The latest advices of the Cuban-Spanish 
situation tend to confirm the position al- 
ready taken by Tue Trisune that nothing 
in the form of an “ ultimatum ” was sub- 
mitted to the Duke of Tetuan by Minister 
Woodford on the occasion of their first offi- 
cial interview at San Sebastian a week ago. 
As the Associated Press correspondent at 
Madrid puts it, General Woodford simply 
„represented to the Duke the gravity of the 
condition of Cuba and requested, in behalf 
of the United States, that Spain would find 
a method of speedily ending the war and 
giving justice to Cubans.” To this is added 
the statement that the American Minister 
“offered the good offices of the United 
States in effecting a settlement of the 
Cuban troubles, which practically gives 
Spain an opportunity of gracefully ending 
the war.” The only surprising fact in 
this connection is that the Spanish press and 
people appear to have “received the in- 
timation of the attitude of the American 
government with surprise and incredulity.” 

From the want of tact heretofore dis- 
played by the Spanish Cabinet in dealing 
with the insurrection in Cuba there is no 
reason to expect that the offer credited to 
Minister Woodford will be accepted. On 
the contrary, if the temper manifested by 
the Spanish press and populace means any- 
thing, it is more likely to be treated as a 
piece of impertinent interference. The war 
will be blindly carried forward until stopped 
by the collapse of the Spanish power or by 
intervention. The most that can be ex- 
pected from Spain itself is that it will make 
a show of modifying its policy by a change 
of Cabinet and the recall of the butcher 
Weyler, but this will only have for its ob- 
ject the gaining of additional time. How 
far the action of the United States is to be 
influenced by this temporizing policy is a 
question which should be settled speedily 
and finally. 

The immense draft that the war has made 
upon the resources of Spain is shown by the 
fact that, besides being driven to the very 
verge of bankruptcy, official figures show 
that in the eighteen months between No- 
vember, 1895, and May, 1897, it had sent 
to Cuba an army (in round numbers) of 
188,000 men, of whom no less than forty 
were Generals, ‘together with a proportion- 
ate amount of ordnance and other muni- 
tions of war. This does not include over 
28,000 soldiers and a like proportion of sup- 
plies employed during the same period in 
the attempt to suppress the insurrection in 
the Philippine Islands. These make a total 
of 216,000 men, with a due proportion of 
munitions of war, who have been em- 
ployed in efforts to suppress insurrections 
still in progress in widely separated por- 
tions of the globe. That bankruptcy should 
threaten a country compelled to face such 
difficulties as these when already overbur- 
dened with debt is inevitable. 

In the meantime there is evidence that 
Spain has been sounding the governments 
of Europe in reference to the position they 
are likely to occupy in case of intervention 
by the United States, but without meeting 
encouragement, except it be from Austria 
—whose attitude, it is assumed, would be 
controlled by the blood relationship of the 
reigning house to the Queen Regent. -Else- 
where—and especially in England—it ap- 
pears to be a recognized fact that interven- 
tion on the part of the United States would 
be a justifiable act. The effort to enlist 
England in opposition to the principle of the 
Monroe doctrine must fail ignominiously, 
because it is committed to that doctrine. 
The drift of events is all towards independ- 
ence for Cuba, and the ill-natured criti- 
cisins of the policy of the American gov- 
ernment by a few American-hating English 
papers cannot prevent it.

MISTAKE OF THE DRAINAGE TRUSTEES. 

Over a month ago the drainage trustees 
asked the general counsel of the board to 
advise them whether they could not levy 
an assessment for benefits in order to get 
some of the money whick it will take to 
widen and deepen the South Branch so as 
to supply the requisite amount of water to 
the drainage channel. 

As far as is known the trustees have re- 
ceived no reply from their legal adviser. 
But they are acting as if they had received 
one and it was unfavorable. For they and 
their chief engineer talk as if all they in- 
tend doing is to tinker the South Branch in 
some small and ineffectual way, so that they 
may be able to get 300,000 feet of water per 
minute through it. 

An ordinance has been passed for the con- 
demnation of any land between the forks of 
the river and Robey street which may have 
to be removed to secure that flow of 300,000 
feet. But very little land is to be condemned 
and none is to be taken at those points where 
the stream is narrowest and widening is the 
most needed. 

Thé board reverts to its plan of building 
conduits, or by-passes, between Adams and 
Twelfth streets. There are to be two of 
them, with a joint capacity of 80,000 cubic 
feet ö water a minute. They will be ex-

GIVE DEB3 THE COLD SHOULDER. 

Immediately after the holding of the 
Debs convention at St. Louis Gompers, the 
President of the American Federation of 
Labor, explained why he had not attended 
it. He did not look on the men who would 
be in the majority there as friends of trades 
unionism, and he did not want to get mixed 
up with them. 

The St. Louis gathering issued a call for 
another convention to be held in this city 
next Monday. One of the purposes speci- 
fied in the call is to consider what shall be 
done for the striking coal miners if the 
strike is not settled. Another is to con- 
sider “the unification and practical co- 
operation of trades unions and all other 
labor and reform organizations in matters 
of common interest.” 

The Executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor has just issued an ad- 
dress asking its federated unions not to send 
representatives to Monday’s convention. 


The council states that the coal miners’ 
‘strike is practically at an end; that “ the 


greatest victory gained by trades unions in 
years” has been won; and that what re- 
mains to be done is to give money for the 
relief of those miners who are still in dis- 
tress. 

It is stated further that— 

It is not by conventions, with irresponsible 
talk, inflammatory declarations, and revolution- 
ary buncombe, that the cause of labor can be ad- 
vanced. Violent appeals to the passions of the 
multitude can serve no good purpose. 


This is a direct slap at Debs, Sovereign, 
and all the brawling orators of the Social 
Democracy and of socialism, and a declara- 
tion that the Federation of Labor will have 
nothing to do with them. It wants no 
“unification ” with such men. It does not 
wish Debs to become the boss of the trade 
unions. The address declares that those 
unions “are not the promoters of social 
disorder or the upholders of riot or revolu- 
tion.” Therefore those who belong to them 
cannot affiliate with Debs and his fellow- 
revolutionists. 

Apparently organized labor will be poor- 
ly represented at the convention to be held 
here next week, which will be run by Debs. 
The gathering will be composed mainly of 
Social Democrats and men sent as dele- 
gates by cranky “ reformatory ” organiza- 
tions. 


THE UNION PACIFIC AGREEMENT. 

The Union Pacific railroad owes the gov- 
ernment 70% millions, principal and in- 
terest. The sinking fund amounts to 17% 
millions, leaving a net indebtedncss of 529 
millions. 


The Reorganization committee 


of the road made a proposition to President 


Cleveland to pay the government 45% mil- 
lions—the sinking fund being counted as 
part of the sum—for its interest in the road. 
Then the government would receive 25 
millions less than the amount actually 
due it. 

President Cleveland agreed to accept that 
proposition, because neither he nor his ad- 
visers could see any way in which more 
money could be obtained for the United 
States. He submitted the question to Con- 
gress, but it could not agree on anything. 

President McKinley has been giving this 
matter careful consideration, and he has 
arrived at the same conclusion that his 
predecessor did—that the only thing to do 
is to accept the offer of the Reorganization 
committee. So in a few days an order for 
foreclosure of the government mortgage 
will be issued by the President. The road 
will be sold. The Reorganization commit- 
tee will muke its bid, and unless there is a 
higher bid, which is not likely, will get the 
road and will proceed to reorganize it—and 
will make money out of it. 

It is unfortunate that the government 
should be out 25 millions. But nobody has 
pointed out a feasible and acceptable plan 
by adopting which the full amount due 
could be recovered. It has been proposed 
that the government pay off the first lien 
and then operate the road, or lease it, or 
sell it to the highest bidder. 

But Congress would agree on nothing. 

The time came when the Executive de- 
partment had to act and do the best it 
could. Two Presidents are of the opinion 
the Reorganization committee's offer should 
be accepted, and their judgment will have 
weight with the people. | 

Next month the road will be sold, and one 
disagreeable and in some respects discred- 
itable chapter in the history of the railroad 
aid legislation in the United States will be 


closed.

WONDERFUL FLOP iN CANADA. 


Laurier’s Change from a Canadian toa 


British Foreigner—He Used to Be 
an Annexationist. 


Montreal, Sept. 20.—A Canadian friend 
who is taking an active part in the move- 
ment for the independence of Canada has 
just shown me a pamphlet containing a full 
and authentic report of the proceedings and 
speeches at a banquet given to Sir Wilfrid, 
then only Mr. Laurier, at Boston a few years 
ago, when he was on a tour in the State 
seeking support for an annexation move- 
ment in Canada. The title of the pamphlet 
is Souvenir du Banquet Laurier, par R. C. 
de Beaumont avec le Concours de M. Ar- 
mand Lalonde.’’ From page 53 I translate 
the following extract, which, I think, even 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier would have some diffi- 
culty in satisfactorily excusing or explaining 
away when it is read in the light of utter- 
ances of the last two months. At Boston he 
said: 

There are people in my country who say 

that imperial federation, that is to say a 
federation between England and her col- 
onies, would be the better alternative for 
Canada. So far as the Monroe doctrine is 
applicable to Canada, I am in favor of the 
Monroe doctrine. I do not want the inter- 
vention of Europe in our affairs, and it would 
be suicide on the part of Canada to en- 
tangle itself in a federation that would 
force it to take part in all the wars which 
Great Britain, in consequence of her posi- 
tion, is constantly obliged to carry on in 
the different parts of the world. That con- 
sideration alone suffices to turn the people 
of Canada from any such idea. They tell 
us again that we should establish a league 
between England and her possessions, in 
virtue of which we would carry on com- 
merce among ourselves, the British Empire, 
to the exclusion of the rest of the world. I 
have only this to say of this idea, that it Is 
absolutely absurd. I prefer the Yankee dol- 
lar to the British shilling, particularly when 
— dollar is so near and the shilling so far 
a * 
In the light of recent events the latter part 
of this quotation has a peculiar significance, 
and it would be exceedingly interesting to 
know what arguments the British ! sover- 
eign’’ and Mr. Joseph Chamberlain em- 
ployed that so quickly changed plain Mf. 
Laurier, with this admiration for the Tan- 
kee dollar,“ into Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
an acceptor of the once despised and far 
away British shilling.“ All this quick- 
change performance is a puzzle to a good 
many people over here, and there is anxiety 
as well as curiosity to know what it is all 
leading up to. 

The contin gus military preparations go- 
ing on in Canada, the increasing of the 
squadron on the Canadian coasts, and 
other matters about which no noise is made 
raise the fear that some demand may be 
sprung on the country by England to take 
part ina war with the starting of which the 
Canadian people had nothing to do, and 
about which nobody, except perhaps Sir Wiil-: 
frid Laurier and a few others, was con- 
sulted. 

[After this Canadian Frenchman was 
dubbed Sir Wilfrid by the Queen he 
was caught by the gilded fly, sucker like, 
and landed in John Bull’s basket. No more 
union with the United States talk was heard 
from him.] 


NOTHS AND NEWS. 


The appeal for the starving people of Ireland 
contains something like an Irish bull: The fall- 
ure of the crops, especially the potato crop, means 
that a large section of the people of Ireland will 
shortly be on the verge of starvation. It is al- 
ready reported that the inhabitants of many 
places in Connaught are eating bread, which in 
ordinary times is regarded as a luxury.—Ex. 


The Washington Star says: ‘‘In accordance 
with the desire of the Secretary of Agriculture to 
promote more extended experiments in the use 
of steel trackways on wagon roads the office of 
road inquiry has made arrangements with the 
Cambria iron works of Johnstown, Pa., for rolling 
special rails for this purpose, these arrangements 
to go into effect as soon as definite orders from 
responsible parties amounting to one mile of 
track are rechived. The first order for track has 
been given by the New York State Agricultural 
Experiment Station.“ 


A sensation has been created by the discovery 
that both the Austrian and Italian governments 
are busy day and night constructing the most 
costiy and elaborate fortifications at the points 
where the empire and the kingdom meet in the 
Southern Tyrol and in the neighborhood of Pon- 
tebba. This, it would appear, means that neither 
at Vienna nor at Rome is there much confidence 
on the part of the authorities in the extension of 
the existing triple alliance, since allies do not, 
as a rule, consider it necessary to adopt such 
means of defending their dominions against one 
another. There are no fortifications of any kind 
along the frontier of Germany and Austria. Why 
should there be any on the Austro-Italian bound- 
ary line? 

Governor Leedy of Kansas, a Populist econo- 
mist of the first rank, is going up and down Kan- 
sas and Texas urging people to believe in his 
plan for an interstate railroad running north 
and south from Nebraska, through eastern Kan- 
sas, Arkansas, and Texas to the Gulf. It is a 
noble plan, and nobly does Mr. Leedy plead for 
it, and yet there is no awakening in the States 
to be benefited to the benefits which the N. and 
S. railroad would confer. Possibly the Nebraska, 
Kansas, Arkansas, and Wexas folks are afraid 
that they will become plutocrats if they. go into 
the railroad business. Possibly they argue that 
by means of maximum rate laws and other con- 
trivances of Populist Legislatures there is more 
money in shipping freight on a railroad than 
in owning it.—Ex.

News of a shipwreck received at the State 
department recently has behind it an unde- 
veloped sequel which will undoubtedly prove 
interesting. The wrecked vessel was the 
bark Nonantum of Seattle, Wash., William 
Newhall master. It had a cargo of coal for 
Panama. Victor Vifquain, Consul General 
of the United States at Panama, who made 
the report to the State department, said 
that the Nonantum, which had been blown 
hundreds of miles off its course, went ashore 
on Easter Island on May 27.

POLICEMAN ON THE STAND. 


Henry Feldshaw of Kenosha Thinks 
He Saw Mrs. Luetgert in 
the Station. 


Mr. Phalen called as the next witness

about the depot from 7 o'clock at night until 
5 in the morning, and that on the evening of 
May 1, about 9:30 o’clock, he noticed a 
strange woman at the station.

Mr. Phalen to the last degree. The State’s 
Attorney is always good-humored, and he 
has a trick of repeating the substance of the 
witness’ answer in such a manner as to give 
it a significance which might otherwise es- 
cape the jury. He has a broad and imper-. 
turbable sense of humor and a keen insight 
into character and knowledge of human 
nature, in all of which respects, as it strikes 
me, he has a marked advantage over coun- 
sel for the defense. The witness never 
knows what the next question is to be, and 
it comes so quick that he has no time to 
invent answers and is apt, if he is trying 
to conceal anything, to blurt out the wrong 
thing before he knows it. 

Rosa Gleich was on the stand for cross- 
examination. This young lady confirmed 
the unfavorable opinion I was constrained to 
form of her.

COURAGEOUS IRISH GIRL LANDS 


In This Country with $2,000 in Goldin 
Her Satchel—Claims Simon O’Don- 
nell of Chicago as Her Uncle. 


Philadelphia Times, Sept. 20: The steam- 


ship Rhynland reached this port yesterday 


from Liverpool, carrying with her 144 steer- 
age and 125 cabin passengers, mostly natives 
of Ireland and England. They were from 
the agricultural districts of those countries, 
and they claimed that the crops would be 
much smaller this season than they had 
been, and that the condition was due to the 
heavy rainfalls of the last two months. 

Among the passengers were about forty 
pretty looking Irish girls, whose occupa- 
tions, according to the vessel’s manifest, 
included mantuamakers, cloakmakers, mill 
operators, dairymaids, draper shop clerks, 
and servants. They were all, excepting a 
few, bound for the larger cities of the West, 
and one of the party who wrote her name 
upon the register without a sign of nervous- 
ness as Agnes St. Clair Mulcrowney of Horn- 
head, County Donegal, carried $2,000 in gold 
and $75 in United States Treasury notes in 
a handbag. When Solomon Isaacs, the in- 
terpreter, asked her if she were not afraid 
to carry so much money with her she 
promptly replied: ‘I am Irish without a 
mixture of the invader or Palatine in my 
makeup and am afraid of nobody.“ 

Why do you leave your native land when 
you prospered so?“ was the second ques- 
tion put to her, and the reply came just as 
prompt: 

‘Crops are bad this season, and if I re- 
mained in the old land probably some Brit- 
ish landlord might lay claim to a portion of 
my money left me by my father. So I come 
to this land, which, as I understand, affords 
an asylum for the oppressed of all lands.“

mitted to pass at once, and one hour after- 
ward she was on board a Pennsylvania rail- 
road train on her way to St. Paul, Minn.

SAYS HUNDREDS WILL FREEZE. 


United States District Attorney for 
Alaska Warns the Gold Seekers 
Against Yukon Winters. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 23.—One of the most 
distinguished passengers to arrive in the 
city on the steamer Queen, from Alaska, 
was Burton F. Bennett, who was sent North 
by Grover Cleveland to fill the office of 
United States District Attorney for Alaska. 

From what I can learn,“ he said, there 
is not and will not be enough food at Daw- 
son City this winter. But if Dawson City 
suffers, think of the men on the White Pass. 
The world may not realize it, but there are 
men up North who are walking right into 
death. The snow is probably flying on 
White Pass, and, if not, soon will be. Itisa 
frightful thing to think of, but is true, and 
these men should be stopped. It is the most 
damnable rush I ever heard or read of. 
These men do not know anything about the 
horrors of White Pass in the winter time, 
yet they keep on, and just about the time 
that winter is at its worst some of them will 
be caught on White Pass. They will never 
escape. 

Jam satisfied that those who remain at 
‘Skaguay this winter will be all right. 
Spring will soon be with them, and they can 
start for the North. Once there, they will 
all come back rich if they are willing to stay 
and work fora few years. There is gold in 
every body of water, big or little, in our 
country. Why, the people of the States, 
with all the newspaper talk, do not know 
what the rush will be the coming spring. 
From letters I have received from the 
States there will be 10,000 people in Alaska 
six weeks after the spring rush has com- 
menced. e 

One thing is certain, and that is that 
the United States government will-have to 
take steps at once to give Alaska a new gov- 
ernment. At present it is one judicial dis- 
trict. I favor three—one for southeast Alas- 
ka, one for western Alaska, and one for the 
Yukon. In that way the country would be 
much better governed. I think that there 
should be a commission appointed by*our 
government to map out a code of laws for 
the country, and the land laws should be 
extended. At present one cannot get title 
to land in Alaska. The point is a very im- 
portant one in advancing the claim for new 
legislation for the country.“ 

Yesterday options were taken on two lake 
steamers—the Westover and Roanoke—by 
people in New York City. It is said that 
the boats are wanted for Klondike excur- 
sions, and if the sales are made the boats 
will be delivered to New York this fall. The 
two boats were built on salt water, being 
launched at Wilmington, Del., in 1873. Very 
slight changes in the machinery would be 
needed to adapt them for salt water trading. 

Albuquerque, N. M., Sept. 23.—Authentic 
information is at hand that there was a 
great discovery of free milling gold ore in the 
Chocolate Mountains of Yuma County, Ariz.

ORIGIN OF THE EL DORADO MYTH 


How the Familiar Term Came to Be 
Applied to Sources of Uncom- 
mon Riches. 


Pittsburg Commercial Gazette: El Dorado 
is the term now heard on every side in con- 
nection with the placer mines of Alaska and 
the Northwest Territory of Canada. Its 
derivation is of interest. In the fifteenth 
century it .was rumored that there existed 
in the northern part of South America a city 
of great wealth called Manoa, whose King, 
El Dorado by name, was »periodically 
smeared with oil or balsam and was then 
powdered with gold dust, until his whole 
body had a gilded appearance. It was said 
that on these occasions he threw gold, em- 
eralds, and other precious metals and gems 
into a sacred lake, in which he afterward 
bathed. 

Beginning in 1532 the Spaniards sent many 
large expeditions to search for this phantom 
city, and most of them ended disastrously, 
hundreds of lives being lost. One explorer, 
Orelano, averred that he found El Dorado in 
his voyage down the Amazon in 1340. This 
was disproved, but the search was continued 
down to the eighteenth century. Some of the 
results were the conquest and settlement of 
New Granada, the making known to the 
world of the mountain region of Venezuela, 
the discovery of the noble rivers, the Orinoco 
and the Amazon, and the exploration of the 
vast forests west of the Andes. About the 
end of the sixteenth century an English ex- 
pedition either sent out by or under the per- 
sonal leadership of Raleigh penetrated into 
Guiana, thereby obtaining a claim on that 
country which has resulted in the acquire- 
ment of the modern British colony of that 
name. 

It has been supposed that the origin of this 
fable arose from the yearly celebration of a 
tribe of Indians near Bogota, whose chief 
was on these occasions gilded with gold dust, 
but this ceremony was never witnessed by 
the Spaniards, and the story may simply be 
another version of the El Dorado myth. 

The name El Dorado was commonly used 
to describe the city or country which was the 
object of the search, but a later usage of the 
term has been its figurative application with 
regard to any region of more than common 
richness. El Dorado County, in California, 
was the scene of the famous gold finds of 
„49, and since then the expression has been 
used to describe many gold camps.

HE IS THE VICTIM IN A CASE OF MIS- 
TAKEN IDENTITY. 


Story That the Commissioner of 
Patents Was Fined in New Jersey 
Because of an Altercation with a 
Proves to he Untrue—He Was in 

Washington at the Time and Had 

Not Been in Atlantic City for Weeks. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.— [Special. 
Major Benjamin Butterworth, Commissioner 
of Patents, is very indignant over the un- 
fortunate occurrence by which his name was 
mixed up in a police court case at Atlantic 
City. 

On Tuesday morning a New York paper 
printed the fact that the Major had been 
assaulted by a hackman with whom he had 
been drinking. The Commissioner of Pat- 
ents promptly denied the story, but let the 
matter drop, as the story after all involved 
nothing more serious than drinking with a 
hackman, which, though undignified, is not 
necessarily criminal. Thé Commissioner of 
Patents was with his family on Monday, and 
had not been in Atlantic City for weeks. 
He looked upon the story as a case of mis- 
taken identity, but beyond denying the story 
in the Washington papers on Tuesday took 
no action, believing it was a case of mistaken 
identity which would be cleared up the next 
day. 

What was his horror to find that the news- 
paper repeated the story with details on 
Wednesday morning, and said the Comm:s- 
sioner of Patents had been fined by the 
magistrate on Tuesday because of his alter- 
cation with the hackman and for his alleged 
intoxication. The worst of it was that the 
story was telegraphed broadcast over the 
country, and scores of papers printed it in 
good faith. . 

Ot course it was a blunder of the worst 
kind on the part of the Atlantic City corre- 
spondent, as Major Butterworth was here in 
Washington denying the first story when he 
was reported as being fined in an Atlantic 
City police court. It was a case of mistaken 
identity, but the Commissioner of Patents 
is indignant that the reporter should have 
persisted in his first mistake. 

He has received telegrams from all over 
the country about the affair, and says ho is 
hopeless of giving as much publicity to the 
denial as to the original story. He recog- 
nizes the fact that the newspapers outside of 
New York which printed the story did so in- 
nocently, but he is inclined to think that the 
New York publication was inspired by some 
one who desired to injure him. 

Ben Butterworth and his funny stories 
are known from one end of the country to the 
other, and fortunately for him his reputa- 
tion is so good that it cannot be injured even 
by so unfortunate a thing as the case of 
mistaken identity at Atlantic City.

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INDIANOLA’S APPEAL SUSTAINED 


Sovereign Grand Lodge of Oddfellows 
Passes on a Case of Long 
Standing. 


Springfield, III., Sept. 23.—[Special.]— 
Most of the time of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge of Oddfellows’ session today was 
taken up by a discussion of the report of 
the Committee on Appeals in the case of 
the Iowa Orphans’ Home controversy. The 
case came as an appeal of the Indianola 
Lodge of Indianola, Ia., from the action of 
the Grand Lodge of Iowa. When the Grand 
Lodge decided to build a home for Oddfel- 
lows’ orphans in the State proposals were 
invited from cities desiring the institution. 
About twenty responses were received, and 
the committee in charge of the location de- 
cided in favor of Jefferson, with Indianola 
as the second choice. 

When this matter was decided the com- 
mittee drew up a contract to be signed by 
the officials of the city receiving the loca- 
tion of the home, stipulating what conditions 
were to regulate the home. Among the con- 
ditions was one providing that the Board of 
Education of Jefferson should undertake to 
educate the children of the home free of 
charge. This the City of Jefferson refused 
to do. The committee then presented fhe 
same contract to the people of Indianola, 
and they accepted its provisions. 


dianola could begin the citizens of Jefferson 
secured an injunction against the Grand 
Lodge restraining it from proceeding with 
the work. The matter was then carried 
to the Grand Lodge. That body ordered 
that the Jefferson Lodge dismiss its suit, 
and that the contract with the Indianola 
Lodge be annulled.

TAKES SIDES WITH ANDREWS. 


President of Cornell University Makes 
a Significant Statement in His 
Annual Address. 


Ithaca, N. Y., Sept. 23.—In the course of 
his annual address to the students of Cor 
nell University today President J. G. Schur’ 
mann made some references which have 
been accepted here as applying to the recent 
troubles of President Benjamin E. Andrews 
and the corporation of Brown University. 

“Cornell,” observed Mr. Schurmann, 
„ recognizes that the majority may be wrong 
and that the minority may be rignt. There- 
fore, absolute freedom is the soul of the in- 
stitution. Brice called our majority rule sys- 
tem fatalism of the multitude. We believe 
here that one man with God's truth is a 
majority, and every teacher is expected to 
do what Socrates did, although he outraged 
the Athenians and suffered martyrdom for 
it, to communicate to others his own belief 
and convictions or else to answer to a charge 
of sacrilege. I believe the institutions should 
cease to exist a thousand times sooner than 
a single professeor should be coerced. 

Teachers should be free to investigate 
and to announce and proclaim what they 
have discovered.“ he saſd. They must be 
free to present both sides of a question. The 
teacher is not the representative of a cor- 
poration or the people, but a representative 
of the god of truth. 

“ While money is a necessity to any um- 
versity, it is not so paramount as the freedom 
of a teaching staff. Better that the uni- 
versity be wiped out of existence than that 
truth be suppressed. The end of a univer- 
sity is propagation of truth. Any preten- 
sions of a corporation to set limits on a 
teaching staff must be resisted as absolutely 
unwarranted.”

HINT FROM HIGH DIVING. 


Lad Tells Him Lagoon Is Filled 
from the Hydrant.

ROUND-UP OF THE METERS.

Felix Lang, Superintendent of the City 
Water department, visited Electric Park 
last Saturday evening and became so deeply 
interested in the high diving that he staid 
until 12:30 a. m. in hopes of seeing the water 
in the lagoon replenished. He was disap- 
pointed and had to walk more than half-way 
home, but early on Monday morning he sent 
a man to seal up a fire plug located close 
to the park. 

When Mr. Lang saw a diver leap from a 
tall platform into the lagoon he came to the 
conclusion there was a lot of water in the 
pool. He observed people swimming around 
in the place and wondered how they could 
bear the odor of the North Branch, for, of 
course, river water was being used, he con- 
cluded, as he remembered the size of the 
water bill of the park. 

Doesn't that water smell awful bad?” 
he asked a boy who appeared to be a gen- 
eral utility lad. 

Nau; it’s all right.“ the boy replied. 

Well, it must be pretty rank. Think how 
the river smells at Western avenue.“ 

“The river? What yer givin’ me? This 
water comes out of the fire plug. There’s 
the hose reel. Every night after the show 
the tank is emptied and fresh water put in.“ 

Mr. Lang examined the hose and attach- 
ments and thought them well adapted to use 
on a fire plug. He lingered untli 12:30 a. m. 
He saw the water drained off and waited 
for the replenishing act, but it was not 
put on.“. 

The park has a meter for the house serv- 
ce,“ said Mr. Lang. I have had the dre 
plug sealed up, and one of our employés goes 
there every morning to see whether the seal 
has been tampered with. I would judge 
fully $2,000 worth of water has been used out 
there this summer which should have been 
registered arid has not been.“ 

Thirty or forty water meters, known as 
Illinois meters, have been ordered taken 
out and replaced with meters of other makes. 
Superintendent Lang declared they have 
been registering far too little water. 

In one case,” he said. we found a cer- 
tain firms had been using $70 or $80 worth of 
water every month until these meters were 
put in, and then it fell off to less than halt 
as much. We took out the meter and put 
in another. We are taking out all the me- 
ters of this pattern. As soon as we get a 
few readings with the changed meters we 
will give out the names of the users and 
send in back bills that will astonish some 
people. 

“There are seventy-five large establish- 
ments which our men visit every day. The 
meters are sealed up and daily readings are 
taken. We have not sent in back bills yet.“ 

— 

The model Town of Pullman is to be in- 
vestigated by Commissioner of Public 
Works McGann with a view to ascertain- 
ing Chicago’s jurisdiction over its streets. 
If the inquiry results in a decision that 
Chicago has control of. the suburb it will 
result in many startling changes. Street 
railway franchises will be controlled by Chi- 
cago and the water and gas systems will 
likewise -undergo a change of supervision. 
A number of questions involved in the con- 
troversy were submitted to Corporation 
Counsel Thornton yesterday for an opinion, 

Under an ordinance passed by the City 
Council several years ago the city furnishes 
water to Pullman at four cents per 1,000 
gallons. The Pullman company, it is said, 
sells the water to its tenants at 10 cents 


amount to something like $40,000 a year. 
It is probable the Mayor will soon submit 
an ordinance to the Council raising the rate 
on water furnished Pullman. 

The Pullman company claims that Chicago 
has no jurisdiction over the streets there 
for the reason the town was organized under 
special laws before annexation was et- 
fected. 

Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
said: 

J have requested the Law department 
to investigate the matters in question and 
I will be guided by its advice. The right 
of George M. Pullman to operate at a profit 
private gas and water plants is a question 
for the Law department to determine. The 
Pullman company, I am informed, has laid 
tracks in and about its works to experiment 
with certain patents without securing per- 
mits from thecity. The question of whether 
the city has jurisdiction over the streets of 
Pullman should be determined at as early

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AIM 10 SHUT OFF BRYAN. 


DEMOCRATIC LEADERS TO HOLD A 
CONFERENCE MONDAY. 


Croker, Jones, Sheehan, Stone, and 
Altgeld Will Insist That Tammany 
Be Allowed to Run the New York 
Mayoralty Campaign Without the 
Apostle’s Interference—Free Silver 
and Other Issues, They Say, Should 
Have No Place in the Platform. 


Senator James K. Jones of Arkansas, 
chairman of the Democratic National com- 
mittee, said last evening that committee 
would not interfere in the coming Mayoralty 
contest in Greater New York. In other 
words, Tammany would be allowed to build 
any kind of a platform it wants for that 
contest, which, being interpreted, means its 
campaign will be run on local issues, and 
there will be no reference to free silver or 
other Popocratic notions. 

Talking to a reporter for THE 
UNE, Senator Jones said: 

The Democratic party believes in local 
self-government, and thats means also local 
party government. The National commit- 
tee thinks the Democratic organization zn 
New York Knows best how to run a - 
paign in New York, and it will not presume 
to give it any advice.“ 

“Then the committee will not ask the 
New York organization to put a reference 
to free silver and other national issues in its 
platform? 

It will not interfere in the matter at all, 
as it considers it none of its business.“ 


To Settle Free Silver Question. 


Senator Jones was the first to arrive ofa 
number of prominent Democrats, who are 
to meet here on Monday to take up and set- 
tle this question as to whether the free 
silver issue shall be injected into the New 
York campaign. Richard Croker is he 
also, coming from ‘Nashville to attend the 
Cantor-Greenebaum wedding. Monday he 
will be joined by ex-Lieutenant Governor 
Sheehan of New York, brother of the chief 
of Tammany, who will represent that or- 
ganization. 

William J. Bryan is also to be here, and 
ex-Governor Stone of Missouri comes to- 
morrow. These Democrats, with ex-Gov- 
ernor Altgeld, will make up the conference. 


To Choke Off Bryan. 


Some time ago William J. Bryan wrotea 
letter to Boss Sheehan demanding the Dem- 
ocratic platform indorse free silver and 
other heresies of the last national platform. 
This caused trouble at once, and the Tam- 
many leaders have been in hot water ever 
since. 

To settle the row this conference has been 
called with the purpose of calling Candidate 
Bryan off and allowing the New York or- 
ganization to run its affairs to suit itself. 
Senator Jones, Governor Stone, and ex- 
Governor Altgeld’ will assure their late 
Presidentail candidate the glorious cause of 
free silver will not be sacrificed if the New 
York local platform remains silent on the

him Tammany’s chances of carrying the 
election and securing the offices for its fol- 
lowers would be hopelessly lost if any such 
measure is mixed up with its fight fora 
wide-open town and a chance at the treas- 
ury. New York, by the way, has 76 votes 
in a national convention,.and Bryan ex- 
pects to be a candidate before the next one; 
so the advice of the men who elect these 
delegates will probably be patiently listened 
to. 


Jones and Altgeld Confer. 


Senator Jones had a talk yesterday with 
ex-Governor Altgeld, calling on the latter 
at his office. It was after this interview 
Senator Jones made the statement that the 
National committee would not interfere 
with the New York campaign, and the in- 
ference is he and Altgeld are working to- 
gether. 

Mayor Harrison also took a hand in the 
matter yesterday by coming out in favor of 
the campaign being run on local lines. This 
was after he had seen Mr. Croker, who asked 
him to go to New York and make a speech. 

I do not see,“ said the Mayor, why na- 
tional issues should be injected into the New 
York campaign. The municipal government 
coins neither gold nor silver, and has nothing 
to do with either the financial or other na- 
tional questions. It does, however. have to 
deal with street cleaning, the police and fire 
departments, and other like matters which 
are purely of local interest, and differ in dif- 
ferent cities.“ 

Mayor Harrison said also he would proba- 
bly go to New York to make a speech if the 
campaign was run on local issues. How- 
ever, should the New York Democracy 
openly repudiate the New York platform he 
will not go. 


Senator Cantor’s Views. 


Senator Jacob A. Cantor of New York, 
who was married to Miss Greenebaum of 
this city yesterday at noon, was seen last 
night after tho wedding and asked concern- 
ing the outlook in the coming Mayoralty 
fight in New York City. He said: 

There can be no possible result other 
than a victory for Tammany Hall. The 
Democracy is united, and Platt says he will 
kill the Low ticket before the campaign is 
fairly started, and I think he will. If he 
does, his candidate will almost certainly be 
Mr. Olcott, and that will make it a fight of 
organizations, as it should be, and not a 
squabble of individuals. In this event the 
logical candidate of the Democrats will be 
Mr. Croker, and he will easily win. 

Mr. Croker has not said he will accept 
if he is nominated, and indeed he has not 
yet been named. I do not believe the man 
will be selected until the leaders are sure 
of the kind of a fight the Republicans will 
put up.’’
